Mr.  Chairmans;  and  Members  of  the  Council  I  have  the  honour 
to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1970. 

Vital  Statistics 


These  show  that  the  population  is  virtually  static. 

The  infant  mortality  rates  are  satisfactory  and  it  is  a 
Pi  ensure  again  to  record  no  maternal  mortality. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


The  co-operation  of  parents  with  our  staff  to  procure  the 
immunisation  of  our  school  children  is  good  and  the  numbers  so 
protected  are  satisfactory. 

The  results  of  t^sts  for  sensitivity  to  tuberculous  infect¬ 
ion  show  that  there  is  very  little  infection  at  all,  and  this 
merely  endorses  our  results  for  the  past  five  <years  or  so. 

Measles  and  rubella  vaccination  are  now  part  of  our  normal 
programme.  Girls  in  their  thirteenth  year  receive  rubella 
vaccination.  This  single  injection  seems  to  give  life-long 
immunity  to  rubella,  and  protects  against  any  possibility  of 
congenital  defects  from  rubella  infection  in  the  babies  of  mothers 
so  protected. 

Health  Education 


As  in  previous  years  we  are  continuing  our  efforts  to  inform 
the  public  about  all  aspects  of  healthy  living  and  the  avoidance 
of  disease  and  its  effects. 

The  schools  and  child  health  clinics  are  our  main  avenues 
of  instruction  a  :d  information  as  formerly. 

Obesity  in  Children 

This  problem  of  malnutrition  from  excess  feeding  is  difficult 
to  tackle  because  eating  habits  are  so  long  established  in  a 
family  that  change  requires  a  strong  and  continued  effort.  To 
many  parents  a  fat  child  is  a  credit  to  parental  care  and  sentiment 
and  they  refuse  to  see  anything  unhealthy  in  this  condition. 

As  yet  we  can  only  hope  for  aid  from  the  most  intelligent 
parents  who  are  aware  of  the  present  climate  of  opinion  in  health 
matters,  but  it  is  unlikely  that  we  shall  have  more  success  until 
more  parexits  realise  the  significance  of  early  obesity.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1970. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  was  again  fully  stretched  to 
meet  the  increasing  demand  and  to  cope  with  the  extra  mileage 
caused  by  concentrating  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  at  the 
Borough  Sewage  Farm,  Walpole  Marsh. 

Satisfactory  progress  continued  to  be  made  on  the  Clenchwarton 
and  Terrington  St.  Clement  Sewerage  Scheme  and  work  was  continued 
on  the  new  outfall  works  at  King’s  Lynn  which  will  receive  the 
flow  from  this  scheme. 

Phase  1  of  the  Regional  Sewerage  Scheme  providing  for  the 
sewering  of  the  Parishes  of  Tilney  St.  Lawrence,  Terrington  St. 
John,  Walpole  Highway,  West  Walton,  Walsoken  and  Emneth,  received 
Ministry  approval  but  no  further  progress  was  made  due  to  the 
Borough  Council  being  refused  planning  permission  for  the  new 
outfall  works  at  River  Road,  We st  Walton  into  which  this  Sewerage 
system  will  drain. 

The  Department  had  no  staff  changes  during  the  year.  My 
thanks  are  due  to  Miss  Griffiths  and  Mr.  Whitehead  for  their 
loyal  service.

The  following  information  has  kindly  been  supplied  by 
Mr.  J.S.  Collins,  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist,  Wisbech  and  District 
Y/ater  Board 

Frequent  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  undertaken 
during  1970  on  samples  from  the  Board's  Marham  Works,  Beechamwell 
Pumping  Station  and  Margaretta  Bridge  Pumping  Station  and  the 
distribution  system  in  this  area.  The  results  have  been  of  a 
very  high  standard. 


All  new  mains  were  sterilised,  samples  taken  and  bacterio¬ 
logical  examinations  made  before  the  mains  were  put  into  service. 
No  connections  wore  permitted  until  the  water  in  the  mains  was 
of  the  highest  standard  of  purity. 

The  fluoride  content  of  a  sample  of  water  from  the  Y/ater 
Board  Offices,  Oldfield  Lane,  Wisbech  (mixture  of  w ater  from 
Marham  and  Beechamwell)  taken  on  the  10th  November,  1970  was 
NIL.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACTS 


A  rodent  operator  is  not  employed  by  the  Council.  There 
were  no  heavy  infestations  reported.  The  Department  maintained 
a  constant  w atch  over  the  refuse  tip  and  baiting  continued  reg¬ 
ularly.  Advice  was  given  to  various  persons  reporting  infesta¬ 
tions  and  in  some  ceises  help  was  given  by  the  Department  in  con¬ 
trolling  infestation  on  premises. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Council  continued  a  weekly  kerbside  collection  in  the 
district  with  free  collection  of  bulky  refuse  on  request,  and 
full  use  of  the  service  was  made  by  householders. 

Use  of  the  former  Wisbech  canal  was  continued  and  by 
December  a  length  of  approximately  10,025  feet  had  been  filled. 
This  tip  is  receiving  the  refuse  from  the  Borough  of  Wisbech  and 
'Marshland  and  Wisbech  Rural  District  Councils.  Measures  were 
taken  against  fly  and  rodent  infestation  and  injurious  weeds 
were  cut  down  on  the  filled  section.  Trade  refuse  was  accepted 
under  the  control  of  the  Surveyors. 

During  the  year,  arrangements  were  continued  for  the  short¬ 
term  letting  of  approximately  eleven  acres  of  the  filled  portion 
of  the  former  Wisbech  canal  to  the  adjoining  owners.  The  major 
part  of  this  was  cultivated  and  produced  crops  thus  relieving 
the  Joint  Refuse  Committee  of  dealing  with  injurious  weeds,  etc.

Two  poultry  processing  premises  have  been  in  use.  Both  have 
a  small  throughput,  in  one  case,  poultry  and  the  other  ducklings, 
and  inspections  were  made.
